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U.S. Patent 5,621,592 to Gill et al . , "Magnetic Head with 
Magnetically Stable Shield Layers and/or Write Poles", teaches 
a method of forming a magnetic shield with substantial uniaxial 
anisotropy by laminating a ferromagnetic layer of NiFe with an 
antif erromagnetic layer of NiMn. 
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U.S. Patent 5,838,521 to Ravipati, "Magnetoresistive 
Transducer having Laminated Magnetic Shields 11 , teaches a method 
of forming a laminated shield in a tri-layer configuration, in 
which two layers of ferromagnetic material such as NiFe are 
separated by an equally thick layer of non-magnetic material, 
such as tantalum. 
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
